RULES AND ORDERS. 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE SENATE OF THE `

Sec. 1. The President shall take the chair every day at the hour to which | 
the Senate shall have been previously adjourned, and on the appearance of a 
quorum, shall call the House to order, and cause the journal ofthe preceding day 
to be read, but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and compel the 
attendance of absent members, and any two members at any time after the hour 
has arrived to which the Senate has adjourned, may have a call of the house, and 
have the names of the absentees entered upon the journal. ce 

Seconp. It shali be the duty ofthe President to proserve order, and ‘he may 
speak on all questions of order in preference to any other member, rising from 
his seat for that purpose, and shall decide on all qfestions of order subject to an 
appeal to the house. _. ae 

Tmp. All questions shall be putin this form: “You who are of opinion (as 
the case may be) say aye; of the contrary opinion, say no;” and in doubtful ca- 
ses, the President may direct, or any member may call for adivision. 

Fourra. All committees shall be nominated by the President, unless other- 


-= wise directed by the House, in which case they shall be appointed by ballot. 


Feru. Every member present, when a question is taken; shall vote, unless 
the house for special reasons excuse him. 

Stxru. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or any 
member require it. j a 
. Seventy. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless a member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate, and no member shall leave his 
seat after.a qnestion of adjournment is put until the same shall be declared to be 
a vote by the President, nor until the President shall have left the chair. 

Etenra. When a member is about to speak, he shall rise, and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and when a member is speaking, no member- 
shall pass between him and the chair. s 

Nintu. The President shall preserve decorum, and if any member transgress: 
the rules of the house, the President shall, or any member may call to order; in. 
which case, the member called to order, shall immediately sit down, unless per- 
mitted to explain; and the house, if appealed to, shall decide on the case. 

Textu. No member shall speak more than twice on any one question, with- 
out leave of the house. - 

- Exeventu. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the 
President, or being in writing, it shall be handed to the chair, and read aloud by 
the President or Secretary, before debated. 

TwrLrTH. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by the Secreta- ` 
ry; it shall be deemed to be in possession of the house, but may be withdrawn at 
any time before a decision or amemdment, by consent of the house. 

Taurteents. Whilea question is’ before the Senate, no motion shall be re- 
ceived, unless for an amendment, for the previous question, or for postponing the 
main question, or to commit it, or to adjourn. i 

Fourrsentu. The previous question shall be put in the words, “shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall be admitted only on demand of two mem- ` 
bers, and sustained by a vote of two-thirds of the house, and until decided, shalt 
preclude all amendments, and debate on the main question. : 
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Pirrsentz. Any member may call fora division of the question when the 
same shal! admit of it. i mee z 

SIXTEENTH. No committee shall sit during the sittingof the Senate, without 
special leave. T 

SEVENTEENTH. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if ob- - 
jections be made to it the question shall be, “shall the bill be rejected?” If no 
objections be made, or if the question to reject be !ost, the bill shall go to its se- 
cond reading without a question. : 

Eicnteenrn. Upon thesecond reading of a bill, the President shall state, it 
is ready for commilment or engrossment, and if committed, then the question shall 
be, whether to a standing or select committee, or committee of the whole; and 
the house shall determine-on what day; but if the bill be ordered to be engrossed, 
the house shall appoint the day when it shall be read the third time. 

Ninereenru. A bill after commitment or report thereof,may be recommittcd © 
at any time before its passage. =- +. 

‘Twentiers. In forming acommittee of the whole, the Président shall leave. 
the chair,and appoint a chairman to preside. i 

Twenty-First. , The Presifient may at any time leave thej chair and call any

TwENTY-NINTH. No bill shall pass the house until a third reading, nor shall 
any bill be read more than once in any one day, unless otherwise directed by 

‘ the Senate. 

Tuetiets. If two or more members happen to rise at once, the President 
shall name the person who is to speak first. — f ; 

Tumty-rirst. No standing rule of the house shall be revised or amended 
without one day’s notice being given of the motion thereof. Ea oà 

Tuirty-seconD- No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
Senate without leave is first obtained, and in case a less number than a quorum

Nec. 1. When the business requires the attendance of the Senate in the 
Representative Chamber, they, with their Secretary, shall be conducted within 
the bdr, and there seated: and when so assembled, the President of the Senate 
shall preside, and every member of the Senate or House of Representatives shall 
be at liberty to make motions, and debate, and the rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall govern, as if that House were in committee of the whole House. 

Sec. 2. When a message shal]. be sent from one house to the other, it shall 
be announced at the door of the respective houses by the doorkeeper thereof,

and the import thereof respectfully communicated to the President or Speaker, 
as the case may be, by the person by whom it is sent. 

Sec. 3. While bills are on thcir passage between the two houses, they 
shall be on paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of each | 
house respectively. k 

Sec. 4. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be duly cnrolled 
on paper by the clerk of the house, where the same shall have originated, before 
it shall be presented to the Governor. ‘yo 

Sec. 5. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint com: 
mitiee of three from the Senate, and six from the House of Representatives, ap- 
pointed as a standing committee for that purpose, one of whom on the part of 
the Senate, and two of ihc House of Representatives, shall be sufficient to ex- 
amine and compare the enrolled with the engrossed bills, as passed in the two 
houses, and correcting any errors that may be discovered in the enrolled bills, and 
make their report forthwith to the respective houses. l 

Sec. 6. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the re- 
spective houses; first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and then 
by the President of the Senate. 5 

£E- 7. After a bill shall have been thus.signed in the House, it shall be 
presented by the said committee to the Governor for his approbation; it being 
first endorsed on the back of the bill, certifying in which house the same origina- 
ted, which endorsement shall be signed by the Clerk or Secretary of the House - 
in which the same did originate, and shall be entered on the journals of each 
House. | 

Sec. 8. Allorders and resolutions which are to be presented to the Gover- 
nor for his approbation, shall also be previously enrolled,- examined and signed, 
and shall be presented in the seme manner, and by the same. committee as is pro- 
vided in case of bills. 

Sec. 9. Whena bill or resolution, which shall have passed one house, shall 
be signed in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the house in- which the 
same originated. B DS E a 

Sec. 10. When any papers may come officially before either house of the 
General Assembly, or any communication of the Governor, and arc proper to be 
acted upcn by both houses, the house before which such papers are ‘laid, or to 
which sech communications are made, shall as soon as they have proceeded and 
acted upon the same, lay a copy thereof before the other house. . 

Sec. Il. Whenavacancy shall happen in either house, notice thereof shall 
be sent to the other. 

Sec. 12. When any new business shall be commenced in either house, on 
which it is necessary for the other to act, notice thereof shall be given to the 
other house. - l l : 

Sec. 13. <Allmessages and communications between the two houses, shall

M. Bay, his Private Secretary, and wasreceived and ordered to be read: 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 2 
i and of the House of Representatives: ; 

In greeting you upon your assembling at the seat of Government, for the 
purpose of discharging the high trust confided to you by the people of Mis- 
souri, permit me to congratulate you, upon the prosperous condition of our 
State, and of the Union at large. l 

Whilst most of our sister States have been temporaily embarrassed with pe- 
cuniary difficulties, which are happily removed by the enterprise and industry 
of their citizens,.and the boundless ‘resources of the country, and whilst some 
of them have unfortunately experienced the present season, a failure in their: ~ 
crops to an unusual extent; our State has been almost entirely exempt from 
the former, and has been abundantly blessed ia its agricultural and commer- 
cial pursuits. T . 

With the exception of a recent intestine commotion, caused by a most extra- 
ordinary fanaticism, but which has been suppressed by the prompt and vigorous 
interference of the law, there has nothing occurred since the adjournment of 
the last General Assembly, to materially interrupt the general prosperity of 
the State. For blessings se numerous eur most devout gratitude is due tea 
kind and beneficent Providence. l ; 

The fiscal concerns ef the State will, in due time, be laid before you by. the 
Auditor of Public Accounts and State Treasurer, from which you willsee that 
the amount received iato the State Treasury, during the last two fiscal years, 
ending the 30th September, 1838, was $147,209 9%-100, on account of reve-~ 

_pue. The amount expended out of that sum jor the same time, was $140,384 
82-100, being an excess of receipts over:the ordinary expenses of Goverament 
“of $6,825 12-00, which sum added to the amount of revenue in the Treasury 
on the first day of October, 1836, will make the sum of $39,984 87-100, re- 

- maining in the Treasury on the Ist day of October, 1838, belonging to reve- 
nue, to which add the sum of $17,295 77-100, received from other sources, as

Under the present rate of taxationfit is estimated that the amount which 
_will be received into the Treasury, during the next two fiscal years, applicable 
to the payment of the ordinary expenses of the Government, will be one hun- 
dred and seventy-two thousand dollars. Adding to which, the amount of reve- 

, hue in the Treasury on the Ist of October, 1838, makes the sum of $211,984 
87-100, from-which deduct the probable ordinary expenses of the Government, 
for the same length of time, estimated at $160,000 00, will leave in the Treas» 
ury, on the Ist day of October, 1840, the sum of $51,984 87-100. : 

The State debt on the Ist day of October, consisted of the bonds of the ` 
State issued in payment of Bank Stock—the three instalments of the surplus 
revenue, deposited with the State by the General Government—and the bonds 
of the State issued on account of the loan for building the-Capitol; making in 
the whole, the sum of one million three hundred and ninety-seven thousand 
one hundred and ninety-one dollars and forty-eight cents.—From which de- 
duct the amount of the Bank Stock held for the use of the State, and the a- 
mount invested on account of common schools, making $1,257,560 21-100, 
Jeaves the actual State debt, on the Ist day of October, 1838, the sum of $139,- 
631 27-100, to which add the sum of twenty-thousand dollars of bonds, issued 
on account of the Capitol loan since the Ist of October, 1838, makes the State 

- debt, up to this time, one hundred and fifty-nine thousand six hundred and thir- 
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ty-one dollars and twenty-seven eents--which sum consists of the debt which

In consequence cf the death of John Walker, late Treasurer of the State, 
it will become necessary for the Legislature, during the first week ef its ses- 
sion, to cause settlement to be made of his accounts with the State.—This will 
necessarily have to be done before a final settlement of the Treasury can be `~ 
effected. The present Treasurer can only report to the Legislature and be 
held accountable for the amount of monies transferred to him by the adminis- 
trator of the former Treasurer, at the time he entered upon the duties of his 
office, and for the receipts and disbursements of the Treasury since that pe- 
riod. | 
The report of the Warden of the Penitentiary will show the condition of- 
that institution. The number of convicts at present confined within its walls, 
is forty-six, and exceeds the number of cells prepared for their solitary confine- 
ment; and as the mode of punishment prescribed by law, is solitary confine- 
ment with labor, you will at once see the necessity of providing for the erec- 
tion of additional cells, ar of changing the mode of punishment. By the ori- 
ginal plan,in building this institution, it was contemplated to have three buil- 
dings within the outer walls, as prisons for the confinement of the convicts, to 
contain forty cells each. Only one of these prisons has been erected. It is 
thought that an additional building of like description, will be amply sufficient 
until the meeting of the next General Assembly, when provision can be made 
for a further extension if necessary. In the erection of another prison, a few 
brick-masons will hawe to be employed to put up the walls, but most of the la- 
bor and materials, -including all the brick, can be furnished by the convicts. 
‘Provision should be made, however, for their support while engaged in the 
work. The institution appears now to be in as prosperous a condition, as-the 
=— circumstances under which it has laboured could well admit.— If the General 
Assembly expect the institution to become profitable to the State, or even fo — 
pay its own expenses, they should make provision for furnishing it with a stock 
_ of tools and materials, necessary for a successful prosecution.of. such branches 
of business, as are usually carried on in like establishments. _ i 
The subject of the currency, has been one of intense-interest during the past 
two years, and is still agitating the public mind. Since the failure of the banks, 
to redeem their notes in specie, the people of the union have become satisfied 
of their insufficiency as fiscal agents of the Government, anda large majority 
of them, are equally well satisfied, that a separation of the funds of the Gov- — 
ernment from the funds of the banks, is essential to the prosperity of both. It 
is admitted by the most intelligent and impartial of both parties, that it would 
no longer be prudent orsafe, to deposite the public revenue in the vaults of the 
banks, with the privilege of operating on them as bank capital. The history 
of our commercial relations for the last few years, is replete with instruction on 
this subject, and it would seem sufficient to convince the most skeptic or obsti- 
nate, that the banks can never, hereafter, be the fiscal agents of government. 
The details of that history are familiar to you.all. The immense increase of 
the public revenue, and that revenue deposited with the banks, was a temptation 
to the managers of those institutions, which human nature could not withstand. 
They commenced a system of expanded paper credits unparallelled in the an- 
nals of banking. Millions were withdrawn from active circulation, and invested 
- in the purchase of wild lands. The credit system was diverted from its usual 
channel. Capital, instead of being sought for, was in search-of borrowers, and ~ 
the banks, and the brokers, and capitalists generally, were seen literally at the 
corners of the streets, seeking whom they could find, to rid them.of the mass of — 
paper money which had so easily accumulated. All this, however, was merly fic- 
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— titious. Pay-day, however long defered, came at last. The foreign merchants 
called for their money—the Government withdrew its surplus revenue and dis- 
tributed it among the States—the Specie Circular called for gold and silver at 
the land offices, and the borrowers were awakened from their dreams of fictitious 
wealth—with townships of wild lands—many of them not worth the certificates 
on which they were described, or with hundreds of town lots on the banks of 
Mississippi or Ohio, but no specie. What else could have been expected?—~ 
~ Whatever may be the diversity of opinion, as to the causes of the con.mereial 
distress which prevailed so extensively in 1837 and a part of 1838, [I believe 
it is not denied, that the immense expansions of bank credit, produced, or at- 
least, increased by the deposites of the public revenue in-their vaults, was one 
of the principal. In addition to the general distrust in banking institutious, 
- which has been occasioned by the late disasters in the commercial wor'd, the 
conviction has strengthened, that our banking system must be so amended, as, 
if possible, to prevent a recurrence of those evils. The immense amount of 
public revenue deposited with the banks, subject te be made the basis of in- 
creasd circulation, being obviously one of the most prominent -auses of the late 
embarrassments; the President of the United States recommended a separation 
of the funds of the Government from those of the banks. This measure‘ be- 
came a leading one .with the present Administration and is still before the peo-. 
ple awaiting their decision. 

I can not, with a knowledge of the occurrences of the last two years, hesit- 
ate to believe, that the Government must.no longer depend upon the banks, 
and that the banks have reaped no substantial benefit from their connection 
with the Government. The principle of divorce, as it has been popularly 

. termed, seems-to be the only one on which, the operations of either the Gov- 
ment or the banks, can be successfully conducted. It is a principle which past 
experience sanctions, and which a majority of the people will, I doubt not, ul- 
timately-approve. The more candid of those who are hostile to ‘the present 
Administration of the General Government, do not contend, that the public 
revenue, should again be handed over to the banks with power to increase - 
their circulation at pleasure. Such a doctrine would be too monstrous to be 
sustained. They profess to see, however, in the creation of new officers, under 
the late Independent Treasury Bill, a dangerous extension of the executive 
patronage, and an increased insecurity of the public money. The last objec- 
tion seems to be contradicted by experience and common observation. How 
is it possible, that agents appointed by the Executive, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, responsible in heavy bonds, with ample security, would be 
less safe than the banks who have refused to redeem their notes, or to pay over 
one cent of the public revenue? i l 

The objection founded ,on the increase of Executive patronage, is too palpa- 
bly incorrect to need a serious refutation. What is the appointment of a few 
revenue officers, compared with the immense and almost ualimited patronage, 
which the banks through their direetors, officers and debtors, can exert through . 
society, and in which the Executive, whilst it has such large claims upon the 
banks, indirectly shares? 

That the only alternative before the people, is some modification of the Inde- 
pendent Treasury system, or a National Bank, is obvious. The people of the 
United States have repeatedly declared against the latter institution, and I 
know of nothing that has occurred to change that - determination, Whatever 
benefits may be promised by the advocates of a National Banking institution, 
its friends cannot now claim for it, an exemption from the same casualities and 
disasters, to which the State institutions have proved themselves liable. Such 
an institution has always had, and always will have, the same inducements © 
which operate on monied corporations generally, to expand their issues on the 
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faith of the Government deposites. Without the revenue of the General Gov- 
ernment, ia their vaults of course,such an institution could not exist, or at least, 


_ ceuld not be termed a National Bank. Hs friends do not propose tu charter one, 


except upon the general principles of the old charter, by which it is made the 


fiscal agent of the Goverament—~the receiver—and disburser of all its revenues. 
Whatever objections, have arisen against the State institutions, as fiscal agents’ 
of the Government, apply with increased force to the establishment of-a-Nation- 
al Bank. With the same inducements to overbanking—the same liability to 


extend ifs discounts beyond its mcans,it would have a concentration of the mon- 


eyed power of the Union, which would render it the more dangerous, whilst it 
would be the less responsible. Our fellow-citizens, unless I am greatly deceiv- 
ed in their opinions, will never agree to invest another moneyed corporation 
with such vast and extensive powers over the entire currency, and I may say, the 


the entire property of the community; an institution too, that owes no respons- . 


ibility to the Government, and consequeutly none to the people, of which that 
Government is the agent. 


I have, therefore, fellow-citizens of the Senate and House of Representatives, 


the continuance of his administration to its success.

My views in relation to Internal Improvements, were so fully detailed in my 


last iiessage, as Acting Governor of the State, that I do not deemit necessary, 
at this time, to dwell upon the subject at any length.

subject, have undergone no change; but are confirmed by time and the experi- 
ence of other States. It is presumed, that the works contemplated in the char-

respective charters. Deficient as we are, in all the necessary requisites of capi- 
tal and labor, for the accomplishment of works of Internal Improvement of.any 


General Assembly, were deemed of public utility, and conducive to the devel- - 
~opement of the resources of the State. So far as I have been able to ascertain, 


magnitude through individual enterprise, no beneficial result can be expected to ~ 


follow from the incorporation of private companies, unless aided by the credit of 
the State. | 

If it should not be deemed expedient to adopt a general system of Internal 
Improvements at the present time; yet a selection might be made of some work 
of the greatest public utility, and affording the greatest certainty of a profit- 


able investment. The construction of such’a work would stimulate enterprise, . 


and insure confidence in the ultimate adoption of a wide and extended system 
—The construction of a rail road from the city of St. Louis to the Iron Moun- 
tain, would in my opinion, be a work of the highest magnitude to the future 
prosperity of our State. Passing througha region unsurpassed for its mineral 


wealth, and affording the material for the construction of works of a similar 
‘character, not only in Missouri, but throughout the valley of the Mississippi, at a 
rate that would defy successful competition, it could not otherwise than add to — 
the productive resources of the State, to an extent that would vastly overbal- 
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ance the expenditure incurred in~its constructign. The great manufacturing 
establishments that would necessarily arise, in consequence of the easy and 
cheap transportation of our mineral wealth to a market, would afford a profit- 
able and ready market for our agricultural products, : 

The prosperity ofa large portion of our State must necessarily depend upon 
mining and manufacturing. But to bring those great interests into successfal . 
action, we must enable them to compete with similar interests in our sister states 
and elsewhere. d would, therefore, recommend the adoption of this, or some 
work of a similar character, as the commencement.of a genearl system of Inter- 
nal Improvements, and afford the necessary aid in its construction ‘by resorting 
to a loan for-that purpose. ` In the adoption of a generat system, great aid . 
would undoubtedly be derived from a geological survey of the State, particularly 
of the mineral region, as the geology of that_portion of the State is yet but im- 
perfectly. understood. ; Sian T ET 
ss Geos :—A science that teaches man a knowledge of the earth—its miner- 
al resources, and its adaption to the various agricultural and manufacturing pur- 
suits, is every .where attracting the liveliest attention-of Legislators. Many of 
the States of thig Union, have already made provision for a geological examina- 
- tion of their territories, and wherever this has been progressed in, the most grat- 
ifying results have been realized. I feel that the time has arrived to call your 
. attention to the necessity of. such a survey for ourown State. Atl.the impor- 
tant pursuits of our citizens, would be benefitted by it. Although our farmers 
find here a soil of great luxuriance, their experience in other regions has 
doubtless taught many of them, the necessity of availing themselves of certain 
invigorating agents to sustain this cofdition. It is better they should knew 
: them now, than when, as fortunately has been the case, in many of the older 
States, théir fields shall have become almost unproductive. But such a survey: 
is more immediately important to the mining and manufacturing interests. Itis 
true that common report has long given us a pre-eminence in mineral resources, , 
We should not, however, rest so important a point on so. slender a support. If 
we enjoy this advantage, it becomes us in duty to ourselves, to have it ascer- . 
tained. When this is done on such authority as the State itself shall guarantee 
capital and enterprise will soon be found availing themselves of it. We'shall 
then increase our population in a quarter now little regarded by emigrants, and 
whilst a home market of great value, will be created for our farmers and gra-, 
ziers, extensive manufacturing establishments will be formed, and our domestic 
exports vastly increased. I would, therefore, recommend that an appropriation 
be made for such astirvey, and that provision be made for the appointment of 
competent and scientific men to execute and direct it. | 

The organization of a system of common schools, deserves your most earnest 

consideration. The paramount importance of a well régulated common school 
system, to the general diffusion of elementary knowledge, will readily be admit- 
ted by every reflecting person. All admit the necessity of education. ‘-But the 
best method ôf attaining this great end, it a subject of much doubt and perplex- 
ity. Owing to the large extent of territory over which our population is spread 
and in many parts its unsettled state, incidental to a change of habitation—the 
formation:of new associations and the adoption of new pursuits; the difficulty of 
adopting a school syste that will be equal in it burthens and successful in its. 
operation, is greatly increased beyond that of the older and more populous 
States.——T hese difficulties, however, are partial in their operations, and are fast 
disappearing with the causes that create them. No system can be usefal or efti- 
cient, unless amp!e means for its support are provided-and enforced by law.— 
Under'the law of 1835, ‘te provide for organizing, regulating, and perpetua- _ 
ling common schools;” the -only fund provided is, the interest arising from the * 
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were the present system unobjectionablein other respects. | 
By an act past at the last session of the General Assembly, “to establish a per- : 
manent fund for the use and-support of Common Schools,” the Saline fund, and 
_the money received by the State-by virtue of the deposit actof June 23d, 1836, 
‘are constituted a common school fund, “and the interests and profits whénever 
the fund shall amount in the aggregate tothe sum of five hundred thousand dol- 
lars or more” are appropriated to the payment of teachers in common s¢hools in 
such manner’ as the General Assembly may, by a system of’ common schools 
` direct. This, it is presumed, was intended only as the foundation of a common 
school fund; for the interest arising from this fund, divided among the different 
school districts, would fall far short of the object to be attained. Í would there- 
fore, recommend the adoption of measures for the further increase of this fund.— 
The common schoo! fund, however, is not entirely to be relied on‘for the support 
and maintenance of the system; it forms but a small part of the actual expendi-

The necessity of adopting a system that will ensure the services of competent

fulend. ‘The incompetency of teachers has been found one of the greatest ob- 
stacles to the successful operation of the system in other states. This is owing,

. ina gréat measure, to the small compensation allowed to the teachers; which 
has necessarily to be governed by the resources of the school districts. Itis not 
to be supposed that teachers of competent attainments will devote their time 
and energies to so arduous a service as that of teaching in commoa schools with- 
out an adequate remuneration. i y 
The establishment of a “Seminary of Learning,” with a department devoted 
to the education of teachers for common schools; and the education at the public: 
expense, in the best seminaries in the State of a limited numberof young men __ 
for the same purpose, would go far towards removing this obstacle. a

The harmony and method- 
ical operation-of the system would depénd,in a great measure, upon the, man. 
ner in which the duties of that ofce were discharged. Experience has shown : 
the necessity of a superintending control over the system being invested in one 
person. The division.of_ the duties of superintending among a number of offi-. 

| cers, having no common bond of union, acting- without concert, and not having 

| access to correct sources of information, would greatly jeopardise the success of 

any system you might adopt. Besides, experience teaches us, that the weight _ 

| of responsibility is always lessened, in proportion to the number on which it

| In all your endeavors to promote the great cause of education, you may be

©? TheBank of the Stateof Missouri, which was incorporated at-the iast session 

| of the General Assembly, commenċčed its operations but a short time previous to 

, the general suspension of specie payments by the banks throughout the Union. 

» This circumstance, precluded the possibility of its rendering that aid to the: 

t country, which its friends so generally anticipated at the time of its charter.— . 

` The Bank, however, has done much towards warding off and relieving the pres- 

Bs sure of our commercial intefests, and has aided other-interests, as faras it was 

ġ able to do so. Its affairs have been sc managed, that notwithstanding the great ` - 

difficulties it has had to encounter, both at kome and abroad, the institution has _ 

‘maintained its credit unimpaired, and now stands among the first of the kind in 

the Union, and may be considered as in successful operation. . 

| -In obedience to the requisitions of the charter, the Executive at the, proper . 

| time, subscribed fer a million and a’half of the capital stock on the part of the 

| State-—_$621,775 90 of which, are held for the use of. the common school and 

seminary funds. The residue, amounting to the sum of eight hundred and | 

seventy-five thousand, two hundred and twenty-four dollars and ninety-one 

| cents is held forthe use of. the State. The bonds of the State to the amount of 

nine hundred and sixty-four thousand, eight hundred and fifty-six dollars and 

| ‘eighteen cents, were issued and delivered to the Bank in payment of the stock 
held for the use of the State: and for the sum of eighty-nine thousand, six hun- 
dred and thirty-one dollars and twenty-seven cents, being the amount which the 
State was previously indebted tothe Seminary and Saline funds. 

The bonds of the State with the exception of asmall amount, have not yet . 
been sold; although every exertion on the part of the bank, has been made to 
effect a sale. The principal objection to the bonds appear to be, the time and 
place of their redemption, and the omission of the State to provide for the pay- 
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ment of the interest in Europe. "a i 
These. objections could easily be removed, by amendments of the charter; ma- 
_king the bords payable at the end of twenty-five or fifty years, at the option of 
the purchasers. Principal and interest being made payable in London in Eng- 
lish currency; all the bonds bearing interest at the rate of six per centum.— 
These bonds are purchased by capitalists, with the view of permanently inves- 
ting their funds, and bonds payable‘at thé end of fifiy years, generally are pre- 
ferred to those payablent shorter periods. a E ; 
The certainty of theirultimate redemption and the payment of the interest, ` 
at the stipulated periods, at fhe place of residence of the purchasers, are the 
principal inducements held out to. capitalists. ` ~~ ` 
Another objectionable feature in the charter is, that the bank is. compelled to 
make dividends of the entire nett profits; leaving the-institution. without any 
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surplus fund to provide against casualities. Ifthe bank were to meet with a 
loss, that would disable her from making her regular semi-annual dividends, the 


` interest on the State bonds would remain unpaid, until the loss was repaired. In- 


‘dividuals for a similar reason might object to taking stock.in the Bank. Most 
persons would much prefer, regularly receiving the ordinary rate of interest on 


the amount of their stock, than a large dividend at one period, and perhaps no- © 


thing at another; particularly those whose means of subsistence would depend 
on the interest of their capital. By prohibiting the Bank from making semi- 
annual dividends of more than five per centum, she would be enabled to accu- 
mulate a surplus fund, that would meet any ordinary loss, without reducing her 
. dividends below the usual rate of interest. I would also recommend either that 


the bank should be allowed to issue-notes of the denomination of five dollars, ~~ 


or that the circulation of all notes under ten R be prohibited- within the 
limits of the State. 


If the latter should be found impracticable or - impolitic, then our own bank . 


should not be deprived of the profit and advantages enjoyed by other banks in 
the circulation of their notes within our State. 

Another defect in the charter occurs in relation to the powers of the mother 
bank over the branches. The relation between the parent institution and the 

` branches should be defined by the charter; otherwise difficulties and contenticns 
will- certainly occur between them. 

I would also recommend the abolition df so much of the Constitution, as 
limits the capital stock of the bank, and the number and time of establishing the 
branches. Five millions of dollars, will soon fall far short of the-amount of 
banki Gilities required to transact the commercial and business operations 
this State. And at least double the number of branches will be necessary, in 
order te distribute the benefits of the institution equally“ and impartially through- 
out the State. 

Ineffectual exertions have been made i bank, to sell her bonds for the 
purpose of raising the trust fund contemplàted by the charter. 

It is extremely doubtful whether she will ever beable to effect this loan; 

„which will render necessary the establishment of a greater number of branches.

For fartker information in relation to the affairs of the bank, I would respect- - 


fully refer you to the documents herewith communicafed appertaining to the 
subject. 
The act of the last General Assembly, constituting a “common school fund,” 
_ byuniting this State’s portion of the surplus revenue of the United States, and 
- the Saline fund, and directing their investment by the Executive, together with 
all interests, profits and additions accruing to the same, inthe stock of any bank 
which this State might incorporate, has been complied with, and the several 
amounts have been invested in the stock of our State bank. Itis proper here 


to remark that the whole amount of the surplus revenue apportioned to this - 


State, has been invested. Yet only three instalments of the same have peek re- 
ceived. 

Congress postponed the payment of the fourth instalment until the Ist of Jan- 
wary next, and may possibly postponeit still longer. In which case, it may be- 
come necessary to issue the bonds of the State to an amount equal te this last 
instalment; so as to complete the payment of the one- million and a half of 
stock, subscribed by the Governor as the State’s portion of the capital of- the 
i bank. Se $ 
: The last Legislature failed to make a provision for the reinvestment of the 
dividends accruing to the Seminary fund, the consequence has been, that 
these dividends have remained in the bank or ‘deposite. The additions to that 
fund, arising from the sale of lands, were also overlooked,and no provision made 
for their investment. | | sa

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I would therefore suggest, that: authority be given to the Executive, to con- 
tinue to invest inthe stock of our State bank, from time to time,-all dividends, 

rofits and additions which may in anywise accrue to the same. 

The formation of new counties having become indispensable, it will devolve 
upon you, gentlemen, to adopt some ratio of representation by whith this object 
may be attained. The House of - Representatives, is at present, composed pf 
ninety-seven members, and the Senate of -thirty-three. The constitution pro- 
vides that the number of representatives shall not excced one hundred, and the 
Senate shall not exceed thirty-three; and yet each county, shall be entitled to 


‘one representative, consequently but three new counties can be organised under 


the present ratio. ~ .

The ratio of representation must, therefore, be increåsed or the constitution 


altered. > 
Would it not be advisable to alter that feature in-the constitution, which lim- 

its the number of our represantatives and senators? _ 
This seems to me, the only feasible plan, andit could better be effected by an 


amendment proposed at your present session, than by again placing before the. 


peopte-a bill fora state convention. Thislast question has been twice tried, 
and on both occasions a large majority of -the people decided against the con- 
vention. Our citizens seem to be averse to any extensive or material changes 
in our constitution, The additional expense attending the-call of a convention, 
seems tosbe rendered-necessary, by the provision of the constitution, which pro- 
vides for its own amendments. This consideration, doubtless, formed a promi- 
nent reason for the rejection of every conventiou bill that has been before the 
people. _

I would, therefore, respectfully recommend an amendment of the constitution | 


taking off the restriction of the number of members. l 
It may be argued, and with very great truth, ‘that one hundred members, 

forms a legislative body sufficiently large, and that the provision in the constitu- 
tion preventing an ijcrease beyond that number, isa wise and judicious one. 

This is, undoubtedly, correct in the abstract, and every person will admit that 
a representative body of one hundred is sufficiently numerous to protect every 
interest in the State. But between two evils we may be allowed to choose the 
least. Instead ofa constitutional restriction, may not this matter be safely left ta 
be adjusted by future legislation and will notthe evil] be a temporary one. 

The large counties are not willing to lose any portion of their present repre- 


sentation, because the small counties are already represented on a šmaller ratio. | 


The small counties are constitutionally entitled to.one member each; new coun- 
ties must be made, and the only feasible plan is, to alter that feature in the con- 
stitution which limits the number of members.. ‘This evil must, in the course 
of a few years correct itself. The increased emigration to the State, must in a 
very short time, increase the population of most of the new counties to such an 


exterit, as to render them willing to raise the ratio of representation, and by * 


that means diminish the whole number of members. 

Though the contemplated amendment would, for a few years, produce a 
small increase of members beyond the old constitutional limit, I think it but a 
fair presumption, that it will be the policy of future legislatures to bring it back 


to the ancient stundard. There is at least no necessity for a constitutional re- 


striction on this point. It isa matter which the people through their represen- 
tatives should have a right to adjust, according to their ówn ideas of conveni- 
ence and interest. Ifthe majority of the people should cenceive it: to their in- 
terest to encoanter an additional tax, for the sake of the additional representa- 


tion, it ish ceived that any evils would result. The tax payers will fix the © 


ratio and jf they are satisfied who can justly complain. | . 
The requisition of the last General Assembly, making it the duty of the Exe- 
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cutive to negociate a loan for the erection of a state capital, has been complied 
with. A loan at par was obtained from thebank of thé state of Missouri of 


seventy thousand dollars, payable by instalments of ten thousand dollars every ` 


three months; and the bonds of the State to that amount have been issued bear- 
ing interest at the rate ofsix per centum per annum, for fifty years, but redeem- 
able, at the option of the State, at the end of twenty-five years. 

The residue of the appropriation, for the erection of the capitol being $5000, 


- hag been in part, andis expected to be entirely obtained from the sale of lots in, 


the City of Jefferson asrequsred by law. In consequence, of the extreme heat 
. of the summer, and the difficulties of procuring competent workmen, the build- 
ing has not advanced, as rapidly as was at first anticipated. The calculation 
was that all thé walls, to the full heighth of the body of the house, could be 
finished by the middle of the present month; from ae causes above. mentioned © 
however, this was fonnd impracticable.

Great paing was taken with the fodndation, so zs to make it permanent and _ 


secure. ‘Fhe materials used in the building are of the finest kind, and the work 
has been executed in a style equal, it is thought by competent judges, to any in 


the United States. The architect, who devised the plan of the building, isa i 


gentleman of great experience, and master of his profession. Great credit is 
due to him, for his zealous and unwearied attention in superintending the con- 
struction of this building. ‘To complete the building in conformity-to the plan 


adopted, will require a further appropriation of about one hundred and twenty- :. 


“five thousand dollars. This amount, it is believed, will be amp) sufficient to 
prepare the building for. the use of the next General Assembly. * > 
I would recommend your early action on this subject, and that authority be 
given to effect a loan on the bonds of the State for that amount. Thé report of 
the board’of commissioners, in relation to this subject will, at the proper time 
be laid before yeu. 
I would call your attention to the situation of. the streets adjacent to the 


capitol. At present they are in a bad condition, and at times almost impassible. 


The channel of the small creek, which empties into the river, just above the . 


capitol, might be so changed as to produce the most beneficial results. ` It only 


requires a canal or ditch of about three hundred yards in length, to change the- 
- course of this stream in a direct line along one of the streets to the river, near 


the upper ferry landing. 

This would remove the stream from the fied vicin ity of the capitol, 
and thereby add greatly to the health of the neighborhood, and the value of 
the public property.—This creek, at present, renders all the lots through which 
it passes fractional. Changing its course as above recommended, would re- 
claim all the ground occupied by the bed of the stream, and thereby ene? 
and enhance the value of the lots through which it now passes. 

I would suggest the propriety of appropriating a portion of the proceeds of. 
the sales of the remainder of the public* lots, within the limits of the seat of 
government, to this object, and the residue to the improvement of the streets. 
— The citizens of this place, have by the expenditure of much capitol and-la-~ 
bor, added muih to its improvement and health, and greatly enchanced the val~ 
ule of the public property. - It seems nothing more than sheer justice that the 
- State should contribute her mite for so desirable an object. ,

In the logs sugtained by the State, in this calamity, were ‘all the papers, re- 
cords, books &ol belonging’ to the éfiice of: the Secretary of State, the greater 
portion of the most valuable books belonging to the State library, anda part of 
the records belonging to the office of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 

Although the loss, in the latter office, has: not been of a very serious natare, 
yet ivhas reqdired, and will yet require, considerable labor to restore it.to its 
former condition. A moderate addition to the appropriation, which it seems to ' 
be the settled policy of the State to make for-the improvements ef the State» 
library for the next two years, will repair all the damage it has sustained. In’

“The record of all civil and military officers, their bonds, and all documents 
&c required tə be filed and preserved in this office, from the commentement 
of our Government both as a territory.and a state, have beer lost. 

Immediately after the occurrence letters were addressed, to the several Judges 
and Clerks of the State, requesting them to furnish as far as practicable, a list 
ef all such officers in their respective counties, their bonds -&c. as the law 
requires to be filed in the-office cf the Secretary of State. This request has, ` 
only to a certain extent been complied with, and it may, be’advisable to make 
some provision by law, for the obtaining of such documents, as have not been 
furnished and likewise for a reasonable compensation, for the labor that may be “ 
required on the same. - : 

But as the loss can only be partially remedied by application to the clerks, I

The importance of some such measure, being adopted by the General Assem- 
bly, cannot be doubtec; when it is a well known fact to Lawyers, that it has 
become impossible to procure all the actsof the Legislature of Missouri under ° 
the Territorial government, and difficult, if not impossible to procure all those 
under the State Government. Some few copies, of most of those acts both

i would recommend that the building now occupiéd asthe residence of the 
Governor, and the grounds attached to the same be disposed of; and the -pro- 

_ceeds applied to the erection of another building on the grounds selected for 
that: purpose, or on such other lots as the Legislature may designate.. This 
property, it is believed, will sell for an amount sufficient for the erection of 
another building, much better adapted for the residence of a family. I would 
moreover call the attention of the General Assembly to the lot of ground up- + 
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on which the old state house formerly stood. ‘This ground should be subdivided 
into buildidg lots and sold. In order to render it more valuable, as well as the 
- ground attached to the pressent residence of the Governor, the alley between’ 


the two might be so widened as to make an avenue leading to the capitol square | 


direcily in front of the portico. Those citizens who own property on this alley, 
will, doubtless cheerfully relinquish a sufficiency of the same to make a street 
of the proper widih. This avenue would add greatly to the convenience of 
- the legislature, and tend very much to adorn the City. It could be graded and 

McAdamized with but little expense. The proceeds arising from the sale of 
the lot in question, might be applied to this purpose, or to improving the grounds 
attached to the capitol. The great value of the-public buildings belonging to 
the State, and the impossibility of rendering them entirely fire proof, without 
incuring an expense greater than the people would be willing to undergo, seems 
to point to the necessity of procuring the ustal and only safe guards against 


this destroying element—a fire engine and hose with the necessary apparatus..

I should feel that I had ommitied a most essential part of my constitutional 
duty, were I not again to call your attention to the importance cf concentra- 
ting the sittingsof the Supreme Court at the seat of Government. The con- 
dition of this high judicial tribunal, invested with powers of the most sacred 
and responsible nature; frequently sitting in judgment on the lives, liberty, 
and property of suitors, and from whose decision there is no appeal, is certain- 
ly a matter of the deepest solicitude to every member of the community; and 
any measures having a tendency to elevate its: character and. improveits con- 
dition, are worthy of the most thorough and patient investigation on your part. 
I am well convinced, that itis impossible for the decisions_of the Supreme 
Court, to attain any thing like uniformity an ! legal accuracy, under the pres- 
ent arrangements of its sittings. The decisions are rarely printed and distribu- 
ted within a year afer they are delivered; and the Judges not having the de- 
cisions before them, frequently are unable to recollect the precise grounds up- 
on which former cases have been determined. The consequence is, that the 
decisions in one district are often, for a considerable length of time, unknown 
in another. Another great evil of the present arrangement is that a large 


portion of the time of the Judges is consumed in travelling from court to court; 


allowing them too little time, to deliberate and write out their opinions. “This 
_ together with the limited collection of law books in most of the districts, ren- 


ders it impossible for the Judges to bestow that patient and thorough invesiiga-. 


tion on legat questions, which their magnitude and importance, so frequently 
require. The accumula‘ion of business in this court is, constantly- increasing 
these difficulties. The parties litigant, can derive ndadvantage from attending 
this court; and few, if any, do attend, as only questions of law are decided, and 
the proceedings in the court below preserved in writing, which dispenses with 
the attendance of parties, witnesses and jurors. e 
The advantages that would be derived from access to the decisions .of other 
courts, which compose a large portion of the works in our State Library—the 
greater ability with which causes would be argued and investigated—the lime 
and opportunity afforded the Judges for preparing their decisions, and their 
earlier publication and distribution, form strong inducements for concentrating 
the sittings of this Court. While its division into districts is attended with no 
countervailing advantages. ~

I feel it my duty to call your attention to the salaries of our judicial officers. 
The salaries of the Judges of the Supreme and Circuit Çourts, and that of the 
Attorney General are entirely inadequate: While the expense of living, and 
the value of almost every thing necessary for our comfort has increased, the 
compensation of this important branch of our Government has remained sta- 
tionary, I would suggest, that if the Legislature be indisposed to raise at this 
time the salaries of the Judges because of personal objection that may exist to 
some of the incumbents (which, however, I have no reason to suppose,) this dif- 
ficulty might be obviated by increasing the salaries of those Judges who should 
succeed to the office, after the respective judicial .offices should become va- 
cant. ' 

The salaries of both the Auditor ef Public Accounts and the Secretary of 
State, are entirely below that of a jast compensation for their services, There 
should be aseparate bureau established in the Auditor’s office for the purpose 
of taking charge of land matters. A chief clerk with a reasonable-compen- 
sation under the control of the auditor would be sufficient for that purpose. 

Permit me to call your attention to the present depressed condition of our 
Mexican trade; which for the the want ef that aid from the General Govern- 
ment, which it is justly entitled, for several years past been gradually decreas- 
ing, and is, at this time, almost extinct. The Legislature, it is true, have at dif- 
ferent times brought this subject to the attention of Congress; but as yet, with- 
‘oufmieGigss. All that we ask is, that our citizens who trade to that country by 
land, may be placed on thesame footing with those who trade by sea. They 
are at present unable to compete with those who trade coast-wise: for the very 
plain and simple reason that, the shippers are allowed a drawback on all fore- 
ign goods, exported from the United States, which is denied to our traders by 
land. We are kept out of the market, because most of the importations into 
Mexico from- France, Germany, England and the Indies, can be purchased 
cheaper in her ports than in Missouri, and that-too after they have paid the 
‘duties of that republic; for the reason that the Mexican tarifflaws, except the 
article of coarse cottons, are aslow as those of United States. i 

Chilhuahua, is a gay and wealthy city, containing fifteen thousand people. 
The trade centre of a population of three hundred thousand. Some of the 
richest mines of the Mexican country arein its neighborhood. She has a 
branch of the mint, and does a cash. business to the amount of three millions of 
dollars annually, two of which are in foreign commerce. Give our traders the 
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privilege of transporting their goods over land by the entire package, the same 
as if they were re-shipped, say from New York to Vera Cruz, with the advan- 
tage of the debenture, and they can completely ‘command the trade of Chihua- 
hua and divert this immense amount of specie through the state of Missouri. 

The distance from the upper parts of this State to Chihuahua, is nearly the 
the same as from that. City to the ports of the Gulf, or. those of the Pacific. 
The road is greatly in our favor, being an excellent’ waggon road, whereas 
theirs is almost impassable, except for pack mules. The enterprise of our cit- 
zens is far superior to those who have become enervated by a.residence on the 
sickly shore of the. coasts of Mexico. 'Fhis trade, onċe a source of great prof- 
it to the state, is at present almost entirely lost. An effort should be made to 
recover and to extend it. Let the General,Government permit our traders to- 
buy their goods, as the re-shipper does, paying ne duly-to the United States for 
goods not consumed within her limits, and-they,can employ five hundred wag- - 
gons profitably; benefitting thereby various classes of the community, and giv- , 
ing employment to near one thousand men. I would therefore, earnestly re- 
commend another appeal being made to the justice of Congress, in favor of 
the setablishment of a port entry, and a custom house at some point on the 
Missouri river near our western boundary, and for the allowance of the draw- 
back on all foreign goods exported by laid in the original package from that 
point to any part of the Mexican republic. 

Herewith I have the honor so communicate to the General Assembly, docu- 
‘ments from several of our sister States, on various subjects which will, doubt- 
less, receive that’ consideration due to their respective merits and the sources 
from whjch they. emanate. ` . aa tae À

Treasury Eo P Auditors Offices i Missouri; ; City of Jefersen, Nov. 22, 1838. 


The Auditor of Public Accounts has the honor to lay before the General As- 


‘ sembly his Report, shewing the Receipts and Expenditures of the State, during 


the two fiscal years, ending the 30th, of September, 1838; together with a view 
of the condition of the.

The appropriations which have been expended, (and 
on which there are many claims, and doubtless will be many more, as the col- 
lectors of the present year come in to make their annual settlements) are, the

nue, Public Printing, and contingent expenses of the Penitentiary. 

I would most respectfully suggest to the General Assembly, the necessity of 
making provision for the payment of accounts which may come in under the. . 
above heads of appropriation (as many of the Collectors will have such a- 
gainst the States; and will depend upon them in part to complete their pay- 
ments into the Treasury,) which can only-be done by warrants on the Treas- 

-uury in most cases, and those warrants can only be drawn where there are ap- 
propriations, although ‘the claims may be allowable by law. Ho? 

‘If the Auditor is right in his estimates, it will be seen_that the receipts'into 
the Treasury for the two next years will be amply sufficient to defray the ordi- 
nary expenses of Government ‘during that time—this calculation is based how- 
ever on the supposition that there will be no alteration in the rate of taxa- 
tion nor in the number of the objects taxed. f — o 

The expense of assessing under the present law makes a very considerable 
item in the Treasury. ‘The county courts who have the allowance of the ac- 
counts of the Assessors, (too often it is apprehended,) audit and certify them 

-without that strict examination which the nature of the: case would seem to re- ` 
quire, the Auditor is led to this conclusion, from the fact that in some instances, 
accounts have been allowed for more time than there were working days be-— 
tween the date of commencement and the termination of the serrices—charged 
for. Iherewith send you the copy of an account which has been suspended 
for that reason, and on which the action of the Legislature is respectfully 

_ requested. Would it not be better that a part,’ if not the whole. of 
the expense of assessing should be paid out of the County Treasuries? Ifthis 
were the case the courts, no. dobt, would look well to_the Assessors,—that they 
performed their duty and did not charge for a longer period than was absolute-. 
ly necessary for the performance of that duty. ` 

The’ great expense arising out of criminal prosecutions, seems also to call for 
some attention of the Legislature.- The increase in this item has become very 
considerable, and under the law of the last General Assembly regulating costs 
in criminal cases, now and unusual charges have been made out, presented to 
and allowed by some of the courts of the State; connected with this subject, is 
a case which the undersigned deems it his duty to bring to’ the con sideration of 
the Legislature:—On the 23d day of January, of the present year, there was 
presented at this office to be audited and paid, an account against the State, 
_ which was duly certified as having been, made out under the direction of the , 
Judge, and Circuit Attorney of the 9th judicial Circuit, for seryices rendered

To the two Houses of the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, now in Session. 


-—Gesrrewen:—The Committee, who have been appointed by the Governor 
of the State of Missouri, by virtue of the forly-third section of-an act, enti- 
tled, “An Act to charter the Bank of the State of Missouri,” passed February: 
ad, 1537, to examine into the general state and COGNO? of the Bank, beg 
leave to submit the following.—Report: 

At as early a period as practicable, from the arrangements necessary to be. 
made between members of the Committee living at remote distances from each 
other, the commitiee met pursuant to instructions at the City of St. Louis. 
On the first day of November, 1838, the committee proceeded to the performance 
of the duties assigned them, as far as time and circumstances would admit. 

The Legislative enactment under which this Committee were required to act, 
is so vague, thatthey were at a loss to ascertain how they should: accomplish the 
object for which they had been appointed, and the time so limited, that had a 
special examination been requested, it would have been impossible for them to 
have complied with the requisition s^ as to have met the Legislature at the com- 
mencement of its present session. Hence their examination has been of neces- 
sity, a general rather than a specidi one. 

Every facility was afforded to the committee‘ by the officers of the Bank— 
their Books were opened to them—their Vault exposed -to inspection, and the 
committee were invited to a free and thorough examination, with an offer of 
all the ‘information in their power to furnish in relation to any difficulty tliat 
might present itself in the course of their investigation. . - 

The Committee found the siiver of the bank carefully put up in boxes, (con-- 
-taining one thousand dollars each,) all of which were counted. The gold was 
put up in bags, with a label on each bag, stating the amount contained several- 
ly therein. The notes were arranged in packages with their respective: a- 
‘mounts marked on them, all of which were counted, and the amount of silver, 
‘the amount of gold, the amount of copper coins, as also the amount of notes 
were separately noted,~and the aggregate amount, as well as the amount of 
each individual description compared with the accounts as exhibited by the 
books of the Bank. .

There are now forty-six convicts confined within the prisons, one having been. 
pardoned since the Ist instant. There have generally been employed sever in. 
the Blacksmith shop, ten in brick making, eight in wagon making, four in the » 
cabinet shop, one in painting, and the balance who are able to work, were mostly 
employed in clearing out rubbish. ‘The majority of them were young and able 
bodied men; and have been hearty with some exceptions. You are aware that 
the number exceeds by six now the number of cells, and will most probably be in-_ 


——— i ~ 


creased greatly in the next two years. I think it improper and unsafe to have 


two or more in one cell, and leave for your consideration, the necessity of having 
additicnal ones speedily. The improvement made since thë 10th of April last, . 
at which time I came into the office, is one guard house placed on the top of the 
east end of the prison, one blacksmith shop, repairing old ones, and:weather-. 
boarding shed for wagoner’s shop, and also a large brick shop on hand, which | 
when completed will be ready ‘for use this winter. There has also been a 
large quantity of rubbish removed from inside the wall,-which you perceive 
some of the convicts have been engaged at. . 

I would recommend, as the most profitable employment of the convicts: 

Ist. Brick making. 

2nd. Blacksmithing. , . 

_ 3rd. Wagon making. a 
. 4th. Cabinet and Painting. , 

5th. Shoe making, which should be carried on more forthe use of the Institu- 
tion, than for the profits arising from that branch of business. | 

It will be necessary to have a change madc in the outer gate, changing’ it from 
its present position to the south part of the wall, and believing one unsafe, I 
strongly recommend that there be two placed as above mentioned, under the di- 
rection of inspectors. 7 

Under present arrangements, there are two guards to attend to the gate, and 
when it is opencd, frequently most of the hands arein the yard, and-might escape 
without much difficulty. - 

I have according to an order made by the inspectors, purchased a large Bell, to 
be used oniy in cases of alarm, and which will be ready to put up in a few days. 

I would further suggest, that the pay of the guard and overseers.is nota compe- 
tency for their services—their duties being not only laborious but unpleasant; and . 
there not being at present a sufficient number for the safety of the institution. 

I have employed Jesse Waldren, Esq. as superirtendant of the shops, a wagon ' 
maker by trade, in which busiaess, I would not have progressed successfully with- 
out his assistance; and have agreed to give him forty dollars forhis services and 
ten dollars for board per month. — “ 

To make the institution more profitable, it will be ‘necessary for the State to 
purchase all tools and materials at once for carrying on the different branches of

Tt will be necessary to have a clerk especially for the institution, as theré is now

| full a report, as was intended by him; and that in all probability his report will - 
| not reach here during the present session. The uncertainty as to the course 
| Congress will adoptin relation to this subject, renders it necessary on the part of 
| the State; to make some provision for the appointment of a commissioner to rep- 
resent this State in the ascertainment of the line is question; upon the condition 
| however, that the Congress of the United States, shall not adopt the line as ‘as- 

certained by the commissioners of this State, as our true northern boundary. .

| of the institution,” have had the same under consideration, and have instructed

|. By the act to establish the State Penitentiary, the Warden is bound to close 
| his account annually on the first Monday in November in every year, and to. 
; Tender to the Auditor of Public Accounts, a statement ofall monies received by 
| him, on account of the Penitentiary, and all moneys expended by him: for the 
| usé thereof. This appears to have been done on the Ist of November, 1837, 
| by Lewis Bolton, late Warden, by which it appeared that he received from va- 
| rious sources, fron: Ist, November, 1836, to the Ist November 1837, the sum of 
| $7,533 42,'and that he expended’ during the same period, the sum of $6,895 22, 
| leaving a balance in favour of the institution of $638 20 on that day. . For 
| these expenditures, the Auditor informed the committee, the Warden had filed 
| vouchers, save some smallitems of expenditure, amounting in the whole to the 
| sum of $55 08, which the late Warden explained to the committee to have 
been for small sums paid for expenditures to Negroes from whom-he could not 
| obtain receipts. The committee did not examine the vouchers themselves, 
believing them to be perfectly correct, being-sworn to by the Warden and hav- 
ing been examined by the Auditor. : OE ; 
| ° -From the Ist, November 1837, to the ist, January; 1838, the late Warden 
rendëred an account in like manner, to the Auditor, from which it appears that 
he received the sumi of $843 43, and-expendid $727 38, for which vouchers 
were returned in like manner, except as to the sum of $9 88; and from that 
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time to the 10th dav of April, when Mr. Boltoa the late Warden quitted the. 
institution, he rendered another account to the Auditor, of receipts and expén- 
ditures, from which it seems that he received $1,860 69, and expended $1,8H1- 
50, which added to’ the balance in favour of the institution on’ Nov. Ist, of 
$638 20, makes $3,177 08, and taking the expenditures from this aggregate 
would leave a balance in favour of the institution of $471 96. ` i ae 

W. S. Burch, the present Warden, rendered bis account to the Auditor on 
the Ist, Nov. from the 10th, April, when he took charge of the institution, from 
which it seems he had received §2,534 97, which was balanced bf expeditures 
to that amount. Vouchers for-which the. committee examined and found to 
correspond with his accounts, save some small sums for which no vouchers were 
presented, not exceeding in the whole, the sum of ten dollars. 

. The law prescribes that those accounts of reccipts and expenditures, shall be 
made under oath, and filed with the Auditor, which appears to have been done. 

' Should the Legislature determine to continue the institution under the direc. — 
recticn of a Warden of the Penitentiary, for the sole benefit of the State, the 
committee recommenda different system of keeping the accounts of the re- 
ccipts and expenditures—and for’ this purpose they would recommend thata 
Clerk or Book-keeper should be appointed, with a competent salary, whose du- 
ty if shall be to keep acomplete set of Books, shewiag the condition of the es- 
tablishment, subject at all times to the examination of the board of Inspectors, 
or such other officers as might be appointed for that purpose; And in this event 
they should recommend that no credit should be allowed’ for articles sold out of 
the establishment, for any sum under fifty dollars, and for all sums over that 
amount, whena creditis allowed, the same should be closed by notes. Ina 
public institution like the presert, subject at all times to a change of those harv- 
ing the management of it, they disapprove of the custom of selling small arti- 
cles.on a credit, and opening a number of accounts, which it takes as much 
trouble to collect as thy are worth, perhaps, and which taken in the aggregate 
amount to a very considerable sum of moncy. f 

To supersede however, the necessity of this course, the committee have in- 
structed me to recommend the leasing out the Penitentiary, as a measure better 
calculated to promote the interest of the State, than that pursued under the pres- 
ent system, or that of leasing out the labor ot the Convicts, or of giving the 
Warden an interest-in the profits of the concern. By this means, the commit- 
tee are of opinion, the State will be free from a heavy expense, to which she 
is subjected under the present-organization, and thata Lesee having his own | 
private interest at stake, would realize all the benefits of the institution, at least — 
clear of any expense,if it did not produce much revenue. -~ - 

Your committee recommend the building of-another wing for the confine- 
ment of the Convicts, contemplated by the’ original plan, as speedily a5 possi- 
ble. This has become absolutely necessary, as may of the cells at present con- 
tain two Convicts, contrary to law, and the system of disciplineestablished, and 
in the opinion of the Warden, to the great danger and insecurity of the insti- 
tution. p z 

The committee recommend- the building of an outer wall ana gate as sug- 
gested by the Warden of ‘the Penitentiary, in his report under the direction of 
the Board of Jnspectors.

They have thought it unwise and injudicious, uńderall the existing circum- - 
stances of the case, to predicate a report upon the papers, documents, &c. pur- 
porting to be copies of the evidence, taken before an examining court held in 
Richmond in Ray county, for the purpose of inquiring into the charges alledged 
against the people called “Mormons,” growing out of the late difficulties be- ` 
tween that people and other citizens of this State. 

They codsider the evidence adduced in the examination then held in a great 
4 degree, exparte, and not of a character that should be desired for the basis of a 
fair and candid investigation. Moreover, the papers, documents, &c. have’ not 
been certified in such manner, as to satisfy the committce of their authenticity. 
At has been reported to them that the examing court have sent on for further 
trial many of that class of citizens called Mormons, charged with various 
crimes and offences. - Under the charge of treason six; for murder, and as ac- 
_ essories thereto, before and after the fact, eight; and for other felonies, twenty 
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seven. Special terms are expected to be held in the several counties in which 
the. above mentioned crimes are represented to have been committed. Grand 
juries will then have those charges against said people before them, ane must 
act upon the same documentary evidence, which your committee would neces. 
sarily be compelled to examine—by which circumstance two co-ordinate branch- 
es of this government may be brought in collision, a contingency that should be 
studiously avoided and cautiously guarded against. . a 

Another insuperable objection that has presented itself to the minds of the 

committee, and which would induce them to suspend any investigation, under 

. present and existing circumstances, would be the consequences likely fo result 
from the publication of their report. Those persons who have been sent on for 
further trial, have guarantied to them the sacred and constitutional right of “a 
speedy trial by an impartial jury of the vicinage,” and if the guilt of the accus- 
ed should be confirmed by the report of this committce, it would so prejudice 
public sentiment against them, as would deprive them of that right, which should 
not be taken away by any consideration involved in this inquiry. 

If the committee were to find it necessary in the prosecution of their object, 
to have access tu the papers, documents, &c. connected with this difficulty, the 
‘probable interference of the several courts beingin session, might seriously in- 

+ terrupt their views, It might reasonably be exnected that all the evidence of 
every description, would be in the possession of the courts to be used on the 
final trial, and by that means the investigation would be protracted to a much 
greater length, than would be necessary under different circumstances. | They 
would thererore recommend, in order to avoid all the difficulties that have been 
presented, that a committee, after the adjournment of the General. Assembly, go 
into the vicinity of the scene of difficulties, and make their investigation, and 
report at such time and in such manner as the Legislature may direct. If this 
course should be adopted, the committee believe that the seseion would be much 
shortened and heavy expenses saved to the State, which otherwise would ne- 
cessarily be incurred, in sending for witnesses and bringing them from.so great 
a distance.

that the Iron produced from the same may be converted into, and will in the 
opinion of the committee, make steel of excellent quality. That it is situated 
about fifty miles from the Mississippi river; that water power to carry on the 
machinery necessary for the manufacturing of Iron, is abundant in the vicinity 
of the mountain, and that the country between the Iron mountain and the site, 
for the Iron mountain city, at about the nearest point of the Mississippi river, 
is well adapted and situated for the construction of a rail road, along the route 
of which good prospects of stone coal have been' discovered. 

Your committee are aware that- by the internal resources of the Iron moun- 
tain,if brought into active operation, they will yield to the State and the cit- 
izens thereof an immense wealth. = 

Your committee are aware that by the Legislature’s giving their aid te either 
-of the projects proposed, it will be considered by some as treading on dan- 
gerous ground, and your committee will here give it as their opinion, that the 
Legislature should never enter into or make a party in any project similar to 
these proposed, without the clearest light and fullest testimony on. the ‘subject, 
that it would ensure the benefit of the people and State, for as a general prin-. 
ciple, we are opposed to the State becoming a party with any company or cor- 
poration for any purpose whatsoever, but in this particular, we think it proper 
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avnd expedient, for by the State’s lending her aid and credit toa schemé not 
visionary, or gotup for the purpose of speculation, but which from the: facts 
cannot fail, it will be productive of as much wealth and benefit to the State. 

Your committee therefore, having arrived at the conclusion from the premises 
and facts, that itis expedient to-enter into the matter; the next and oniy re- 
maining question is. which one of the propositions is most likely to advance, the 
interest of the people and least subject to doubtful results. The proposition 
or memorial made by sundry citizens, upon whicha billis now pending before 
the Senate, in substance that the State take one third of the stock of the’ rail 
road to be constricted from St. Louis to the Iron mountain.

Itis at all times unpleasant to differ with the 
legislative department, and [should espécia!ly distrust my own opinionson a sub- 
‘ jectin which they should conflict with the decided convictions of the legisla- 
ture. But the oath imposed by our constitution leaves me no alternative than 
to lay frankly before you my reasons for believing that some of the provisions 
of this bill conflict with that jnstrument, i : sy 2 
That the legislature has the power tyestablish inferior tribunals to our cir- 
cuit and supreme couits, appears clearly from the constitution. ‘The only 
question arising on this act, is'whether the court proposed to beestablished by it 
is such an inferior tribunal as was contemplated by the framers of that instru- 
mente ~ 
I will not undertake to define the exact meaning of inferior courts, as contradis- 
tinguished from superior courts; but I suppose the most essential. characteristic 
of an iferior tribunal is the fact, that the superior one exercises a superinten- 
ding control over it. On this subject, I am not compelled to resort to legal works 
or legal definitions; the constitution ‘itself describes the essential features of an 
inferior court. The 8th section of the 5th article provides, that’ “the circuit 
courts shall exercise a superintencing control over all such inferior tribunals 
- as the General Assembly may establish, and over justices of the péace in each 
county in their respective circuits.” . - 
By reference to the construction of our county. courts and justices courts, 
the inferior tribunals doubtless chiefly in the eye of the framers of the consti- - 
tution, it will be seen that this superintending control is exercised directly by 
the circuit courts; both by appeals and writs of error, but the act now under. 
consideration, though it allows appeals to the circuit court places it in the pow- 
er of the parties to take that appeal directly to the supreme court, thereby as 
T humbly conceive, rendering the appellate jurisdiction of the. circuit court 
mercly nominal. Could it have been intended by the constitution, when it 
gave the circuit court superintending control over these inferior tribunals that 
this control should only be exercised at the discretion of the parties? And 
is it not indeed a solecism in language, to call that a controlling power, whilst 
there exists another power exercising concurrent. contro] with it, in the case 
alluded to, and at the: same time invested with centire control over the power 
itself? Does not such an act evade the exercise of any real and substantial 
control intended to be conferred on the circuit courts; or rather does it not 
prove that this tribunal, named an inferior court, is only suchin name, and is in 
reality invested with the most important branch of jurisdiction now confided to 
the circuit court? i ù i 
I do not contend, that such a court as is now proposed, could not be estab- 
lished, having all the criminal jurisdiction of the circuit court—though I do 
not think it very clear, that such a court could with propriety be termed an 
inferior court; but Iam ‘unable to see how this court constituted as it is, with 
a direct appeal to the supreme court, can be.an inferior court within the mean- 
ing of the constitution, when ‘the section which I have recited expressly de- 
clares that all such tribunals shall be under the superintending control of. the 
- Circuit court. By this act the circuit court of St. Louis county is also indirect- 
ly divested of all control over justices of the peace in criminal cases. “Appeals. 
are allowed directly ta the criminal court and may thence be taken to the su- - 
preme court and thereby prevent the execise of any appellate jurisdiction by 
the circuit court. : 
_ Itis clear to my mind, that the constitution contemplated only three classes of 
Judicial tribunals—the court.in the last resort, the superior courts of law and 
equity called circuit courts, and the inferior tribunals established in the respec- 
tive counties with limited jurisdiction and entirely under the control of the 
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circuit courts. The two tribunals first named, to wit:--The supreme and cir- . 
cuit courts were so constituted as to deprive the legislature of any power over 
the tenure of the Judges or their mode of appointment; und can the anomalous 
court, now sought to be. created by this bill, invested with the most important 
branch of jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the circuit court, involving: the 
liberty, property and lives of the citizens, be deprived of those restrictions and 
safeguards which the framers of the constitution thought proper to throw a; 
round a circuit court which exercise similar powers and is confined to mere civil 
cases? Is it a reasonable or fair construction of the constitution, that the ten- 
ure during good behaviour, which has been thought by many able jurists to be 
the vital principle of judicial independence, and was doubtless believed to be so 
by the framers of that instrument, shall-be evaded in the establishment of a 
court, possessing powers infinitely more important, than those proposed to be 
left in the circuit court of St. Louis county? It is not necessary or proper for 
me at this time to express an opinion as to the necessity or policy of the “good - 
behaviour” tenure—we find it prescribed in the constitutioaand-no superior 
‘court can be created without a recognition of that-principle. 

With these opinions formed upon the best deliberations I was capable of be. 
stowing on the subject, I could not do otherwise than return this to the legisla- 
- ture for their further action.

If the 
Legislature can, by law,compel the bank to loan money to manufacturers for 
five years, they can with equal propriety, compel the extension of such loans to 
ten, twenly, orone hundred years. 
The crdit of a bank, and its repetation in the commercial world depends in, 
a great measure upon its stability, and inviolability. If theidea go abrond, 
that our bank charter is liable to be altered at the discretion of the Legisla- 
live power, and that it is subject to the fluctuations of public sentiment, and 
liable to be materially changed by every successive General Assembly; its cred- 
it and character will be materially impaired, anc its beneficial operations much 
curtailed. By the bank charter, the loaning of money is entrusted to the Pres- 
ident.and Directors, chosen in conformity to its provisions, and any attempt el 
ther direct or indirect to control or direct their chartered powers is a violation 
of the charter. The President and }irectors possess the power to determine 
to-whom, for what time and in what manner they shall make loans of money, 
anc the charter fixes the rates of interest which they may charge.

The committee on the Judiciar y have considered the claims of John Logan 

sheriff of Perry county, and find-the following to be the state of facts: 

One Richard Hynes was indicted for murder in Madison county, and at his 
instance a.change of venue wasiawarded to Perry county, and he was trans- 
ferred to the jail of Perry county. Danger being apprehended that an at- 
tempt would be made to rescue said Fynes by his friends and accomplices, and 
the jail of Perry county being considered insufficient to contain the prisoner 
under the circumstances, the judge of the circuit court made an order that the 
sheriff should procure a gu: ard to keep the prisoner safely, and for the payment 
of that guard, the present claim occurred. , 

The sheriff first attempted to collect the claim from Perry. county, but the 
same’ was resisted, & after fall investigation, it was decided by the supreme court 
that as the indictment was not found, nor the crime committed in Perry county, 
that county was not bound to pay the expense of the guard. 

The circuit court then audited and certified the claim, but the Auditor re- 
fused to draw his warrant therefor. A conditional mandamus was then issued 
and directed to the Auditor, and upon the return and investigation of his an- 
swer a peremptory mandamus was issued, commanding him io draw his warrant 
. therefor, this the Auditor has failed to T 

The sheriff has faithfully and honestly expended the money for the payment 
of the guard,in conformity to an imperative order of a court of justice, daly 
authorised to. make such order, and ought certainly to be paid without any 
further vexatious delay. 

The question to be decided is whether itshould be paid by Madison county, 
by Perry county or by the State of Missouri; as the guard was- not ordered on 
account of the insufficiency of the jail of Madison county, and the change of 
venue was not made at the instance of that county, there could be no propriety 
in compelling that county to pay the guard. As the criminal did not belong to 
Perry county and was not removed to that county at the instance, or by “the 
request of the citizens or the court of Perry county, it would be unjust to require 
that county to pay the guard. 

The committee believe that as it wasa case in which the State was bound 
generally for costs, and as the change of venue was made by operation of a 
_gencral Jaw, and the guard was ordered by tie court, the expense of the guard 
“should be paid by the State. 

Another legal question of some difiiculty is presented by this case; if is to de- 
termine how far the Auditor is at liberty to refuse to “draw his warrant for 
claims occurring in criminal casses, when the game are certified by the circuit 
court in due form. - 

By the 36th and 37th sections of an act to regulate fees, the Generai Assem- 
bly provided that inall cases where the State or county should be chargable 
with fees, the courtsin which they accrued, should audit and adjust the accounts 
and certify the amount due, and that any amount thus certified, should be paid 
out of the State or county Treasury, or warrants to be drawn therefor, as for 
other demands in the issuing of such warrant, the certificate of the court al- 
lowing the account, is made a sufficient youcher. ;

costs certified by law by the circuit attorney and circuit judge is conclusive, 
and that the Auditor hasno power to supervise or reverse the decision of the 
circuit courtin relation to said claim. . ; 

The duties of the Auditorinsuch cases are merely ministerial, and he pos- 
sesses no discretion to refuse to draw his warrant for the amount thus certified.

The site appears to have been selected`by commissioners on the part of the © 
State and under the act of Congress and if at the time of selection it was pub- 
lic land, and free from other claims it is believed that the title thereby vested 
in the State of Missouri and any subsequent location of a New Madrid 
claim thereon would not be valid. The New Madrid certificate upon which ` 
the conflicting claimsdepend is not upon record, and the committee have no 
documentary evidence as to the date of the location but the committee have 
been informed “that the New Madrid claim was not located until after the 
land in question had been selected by the commissioners appointed by, the 
State; secondly by reference to the acts ofthe General Assembly it appears that in 
the year 1822, anact was passed for the purpose of avoiding difficalties condemn- . 
ing eight squares of said land for public purposes four squares of which were 
to be selected for the erection of a State House and giving to the conflicting - 
claimants a right to commence a suit against the State and empowering them 
to try the title assess the value and decree accordingly if the lands were selec- - 
ted according to this act the conflicting claimants would possess the right to 
sue the State for compensation but would not recover the specific property; 

The land in question is said to have been selected for public purpose under 
that act but owing to the burning of the documents the committee have not 
been able to examine the~ proceedings in ‘relation thereto. 

Thirdly the third claim of the State is founded on a deed conveying to the State 
fifty-six lots with the streets and alleys adjacent thereto including that portion 
of said New Madrid claim within the City of Jefferson, There were two’ 
conflicting claims for the New Madrid certificate above alluded to. It was 
claimed by Thomas Hemstead and Charles Hemstead-and Angus L. Langh- 
am jointly and also by Taylor,Berry by a conflicting title, those conflicting 
claimants united and executed to Angus L. Langham a power of attorney 
authorising him to sell said New Madrid claim or such lots therein as he - 
might deem proper, this power of Attorney was signed and acknowledged by 
all said parties onthe 25th day of Aprill 1823 and is recorded in the recorders 
office of Cole county; under this power of Attorney said Langham execu- 
` ted adeed conveying to the State of Missouri the fifty-six lots with adjacent 
streets in the City of Jefferson. ‘These lots are said to include the ground on 
‘which the new State -House is now building, the deed was recorded-iu the re- 

corders office of Cole county on the 7thday of May 1823. 

"The committee have not been able to find the originals of the deeds above 

alluded to and are under the impréssion they were burned in the conflagration- 
_ of the State House by that fire, also most of the reports plats and other docu- 
ments in relation to the selection and survey of the Seat of Government the 
condemnation of the eight squares for public purposes and the location of the 
New Madrid certificate were most probably consumed and on that account the | 
committee could not examine those documents so as to enable them to render | 
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their report as satisfactory. and conclusive as fo the title as it would otherwise 
have been; the committee from the examination which they have made will 
“not pretend-to- say there may’ not by possibility exist a better title for the 
premises but they believe from the examination that the title of the State is 
ood. tt ; 
Abe further believe that the State having acted in good faith under that 
- impression and having erected costly improvements thereon would under the 
General law be entitled to compensation for the value of the improvements 
made. If the title should by any possibility prové defective this alone would 
probably secure the State; for it. is not probable that any individual would be 
willing to pay the sum that has been expended on that lot in order to assert 
a State claim to the lotin question. 

The.committee have not been able to make any satisfactory investigation as 
to the validity of the sales made of the three adjacent blocks, for the reason 
that all the reports of sales aiid the documents in relation thereto having béen 
burned, they cannot tell at what date or by what authority these blocks were 
sold, and as this branch of the enquiry is essential at present, they ask to be dis- 

charged from the further consideration of that subject.

In the first place, they believed thatthe act was to have gone 
into effect and operation in too short a time, they believe it to. 
- be proper that some law should be passed to restrain the circula- 
tion of small bills and irredeemabie paper, but that harsh meas- 
ures for that purpose should not be hastily adopted. The circu- 
lation of such paper money has heretofore been lawful, anda 
large portion of it is now in circulation, andin the hands of nu- 
merous honest holders, and it would take a considerable length 
of time for the people of this State to get clear of it without 
great loss,and any precipitate measure to exclude such paper, 
would necessarily produce much embarrassment in the transaction 
of business, without being attended with any correspondent ben- 
efit. If the time for the taking effect of said act, had been post- 
poned so as to give time for the State bank to supply a sufficient 
circulating medium, and for the people to get clear of their pres- 
ent currency, and a few other minor amendments had been made 
to the bill, the undersigned would have voted for it most cheer- 
fully. But the Senate refused to give time to make the necessa- 
ry amendments, and the undersigned could not'vote for it in the 
shape in which it was when the final vote was taken. The un- 
dersigned recognize the right of the General Assembly, to pass 
laws to regulate the currency, and believe that a prudent exercise 
of that right, would be attended with most salutary consequen- 
ces, but they also believe that harsh and hurried Legislation on 
this subject would not be so just nor so effectual, as a different 
course.of Legislation.
